I he period since World War II has seen huge In- 
creases in cil refinery production With demands by 
the military for high-octane aviation fuel, and de- 
velopments in the huge auto, construction and petre- 
-hemical industries, the amount of oii processed 
m the U S rose 240% between 1945 and i9?i, aithoug 
there were 33% fewer refineries in 1 9 ? i 

Io increase this production "cffiutncy" the 
industry developed new, highly automated processing 
methods. Not only has this resulted in a toss of 
J-Da fur refinery workers — between 1 94? and 1972 
there was a 39% reduction m the number „i U 5 re- 
finery workers — but also, according to a recent 
report compiled by Richard Engier of the Philadel- 
phia Area Project on Occupational Saie^y and Health, 
the new processes and the way they are operated by 
management have brought new dangers t : w.rkers
